LONDON, March 24.—A dispatch fro:a 
Sydney says that the steaniship Au- 
rora of Lieut. Shackleton’s Antarctic 
expedition has broken from her moor- 
ings at the Ross Sea base, leaving moct 
of the party ashore and unable to em- 

bark. 

According to these advices, Licut. 
Shackieton and his companions will he 
compelled to remain another year be- 
fore it will be possible to rescue them.

DR. LUTZ DIES 


SUDDENLY: 


HOSPITAL FUNDS INQUIRY 


Weli-Known Surgeon 


Passes Away While 


Lawvers Are Going Over the Books of the 
Josephine Institution on Grand Avenue. 


The sudden death of Dr. Frank J 
Lutz, a widely known surgeon, at his 
home, 3337 Lafayette avenue, et & 
o'clock this morning, followed an in- 
quiry, which two lawyers have beer 
making on behalf of the board of irus- 
tees of the Josephine Hospital, into the 
fiscal affairs of the hospital, of which 
Dr. Lutz was president. 

Dr. Lutz's death was declared to be 
due to heart disease. 

He was 6 years old, and his health 
had not been robust since a collapse 
which he suffered on a train a year 
ago, when on his way to a meetir.g of 
the American Medical Association in San 
l'rancisco. He had been at his hore for 
iwo weeks. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter ‘earned to- 
day that the inquiry intd the hospital's 
fliances had been conducted by Jelin A. 
Harrison and Henry B. Davis, attor- 
neyvs, and that they were representing 
the trustecs of tne hospital. ‘The matters 
particularly investigated were the trans- 
fers of property belonging to the hos 
pital. 

One object of the _ inquiry, it wes 
learned, was to determine whether the 
transfers had been authorized by the 
board. One of the former chief assets 
ef the hospitul was the Josephine Heii- 
kamp estate, said to be valued at $50),- 
000. The inquiry had to do, in part. 
with this estate. The hospital is at 103 
South Grand avenue. 

Judge Harrison, when seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, expressed reluctance 
to discuss Dr. Lutz’s affairs, but said 
Dr. Lutz ‘had complications’”’ in conn2¢c- 
tion with the management of the Jose- 
phine Hospital. 


“Only a few days ago I called up 
Morton Jourdan, Dr. Lutz's close 
friend and attorney, for a conference 
about certain legal matters and after 
talking it over we agreed that Dr. 
Lutz was so ill that we would post- 
pone action. Jourdan at that time 
said Dr. Lutz’s condition was’ 680 
grave that he might not ifive long.” 


For many years Dr. Lutz was chief 
surgeon of the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital and instructor at Washington 
University. In Gov. Crittenden’s ad- 
ministration he was vice president 
of the St. Louis Board of Police Com- 
missioners, 

Bequest to Hospital. 

Miss Heitkamp died Jan. 29, 1904. By 
her will she bequeathed to the Josepnine 
Hospital $5000 and the use of all the 
real estate she owned in St. Zuouis. Tne 
real estate was to be held in trust anc 
the income turned over to the hospital. 
The will directed that a note given to 
her by Dr. Lutz and upon which $4’ 
was still due should be surrendered 
him, together with the collateral vith 
which it Was secured. Other bequests 
were $10,000 to each of the eight chil- 
dren of her brother, Edward Heitkamp, 
$20,000 to the St. Mary German Cathuolie 
Church, and a total of $12,000 to other 
institutions. Whatever was left was to 
he divided equallY among the eight chil- 
dren and the St. Mary Church: John I. 
Hermann was named executor. 

He survived by his wife, his 
daughter, Mrs. Collins Thompson, an 
his sister, Mrs. F. H. Ameling. His 
father, John Lutz, is still living at the 
age of 90.

RUSSIAN ATTACK 
IN MASSIVE WAVES 
“UN DVINSK FRONT 


Storm of 50,000 Heavy Shells 
Preceded Assault on Postavy 
Trenches. 


;LINES HOLD, SAYS BERLIN 


Muscovite Divisions Said 
to Have Participated in 
Recent Attacks.

BERLIN, via London, March 24.—The 
importance of the struggle around Ver- 
dun naturally overshadowed interest in 
the contest on the Eastern front, but the 


latest dispatches show that hard fight- 
ing is in progress in the mortht®rn sec- 
tor of the Russian line. 

Today’s statement from army, hea@d- 
quarters says the vici@eus attacks on the 
German lines have been continued, both 
northwest and south of Dvinsk. All tre 


assaults broke down, the statement de- 
clares. 

The Russian drum fire became intense 
on the evening of March 19. More than 
50,000 shells, chiefly of heavy caliber, 
fell over a small section of the front 
near Postavy. German wire entangle- 
ments and the front line trenches were 
damaged by this fire. 

At night the Russians attacked in 
thick waves. The first two waves were 
mowed down before they reached the 
entanglements. The third attack pierced 
the German position on a front of less 
than 100 yards and the assailants were 
ejected by a counter-attack led in per- 
son by a regimental commander. At 
dawn the Russians made a fourth at- 
tack but it was smothered in the initial 
stages by German artillery. 

Four Russian divisions are said to 
have participated in these movements. 
The Germans were compelled to sum- 
nion almost no reserves. Their losses 
were heavier than on the two preceding 
cays of the fighting on account of the 
ftussian drum fire but it is asserted that 
nevertheless they were surprisingly 
small. 

Activity of the Russians 
points of Field Marshal von H’ m- 
burg’s front is less marked. Comp.ra- 
tive quiet prevailed on March 19 along 
the sector between Wiszniew and Na- 
rocz Lakes, except for a strong night 
attack of the Russians, which was re 
pulsed. 

The losses sustained by the Russians 
iff these cncounters are said to have 
veen very heavy. Notwithstanding the 
severity of the actions, no concern is 
evident here. The state of public fee!.- 
ing Was expressed by a correspondent, 
who said: “The people have no anx- 
iety, because they know Hindenburg ie 
there.”’ 

Further successes have been won »y 
the Germans in the vicinity of Haucourt. 
nortnwest of Verdun, two additional 
trenches having been occupied. 

Today's official statement also re- 
cords some activity on the Balkan 
front, as follows: 

“During the last few days, artillery 
duels of no great importance devel- 
oped repeatedly on both sides of the 
Vardar in the neighborhood of Glevy- 
geli. 

“An aeroplane belonging to an en-

Pastor the Real Detective. 


The clever Getective work of a chubby- 
faced, kind-hearted, elderly minister, is 
directly responsible for the Peck ‘nves- 
tigation. Walter K. Deuel, who repre- 
sents the Peck family here, said today 
that all the basic evidence in the case 
bad been collected by the Rev. Dr. A. W. 
Wishart, pastor of the Baptist Church 
in Grand Rapids, which the Peck fam- 
ily attended. 
It was Dr. Waite himself who, in a 
talk with the pastor after Peck’s fu- 
neral, aroused the clergyman’'s suspi- 
cions. His first doubts strengthened by 
the receipt of an anonymous telegram, 
the pastor came to New York to turn 
detective. 
Last Sunday morning Wishart called 
on Deuel. 
He introduced himself and five 
minutes later Deuel was listening in 
wonder and admiration as the cler- 
&yman read page after page of notes 
of his activities. 
“The hat,” said Wishart, “is my 
disguise. I thought I ought to dress 
up for the part.” Wishart reached 
New York late Monday night a week 
ago and set about his work. He 
“played a lone hand” most of the 
time, and completed a circumstantial 
case before he sought the aid of 
either the District Attorney or de- 
tectives. 
Through him detectives were able 
to find the Plaza connection. It was 
his report, Deuel said, which prompt- 
ed District Attorney Swann to send 
men to Grand Raplds. 
The pastor's first work was to in- 
terview the undertakers and Drs. 
Moore and Porter. He drew from the 
former the fact that they used no 
arsenic in embalming. He learned 
from the latter that the deaths of 
Mr. and Mrs. Peck were unexpected. 
Hie assured himself that Dr. Waite 
had no medical practice. 
Then he tried several times and failed 
to get Dr. Waite on the telephone. Ho 
visited Frank Waite, the doctor's broth 
er. To him he posed as a health off'- 
cer and represented that complaints hed 
been made about Dr. Waite practicing 
without @ license. Frank Waite replied 
that he knew nothing about this. The 
next time the minister called up Dr. 
Waite he was in. 

Talks With Dr. Waite. 
“IT am Dr. Russell of the Health Do- 
partment,’’ Wishart said. ‘““‘We have re- 


ceived many complaints. It is charged 


| that you are practicing medicine and 


dentistry without licenses.” “Vaite 
hastily denied he had ever attempted 
to practic» in this State. 

“Then you lied to your family aril! 
friends?’ said the Minister. 

Dr. Waite admitted this and itn his 
haste to convince the “Dr. Russell of 
the Health Department’ that he had not 
p-acticed he gave the clew whicn le: 
to the “Mr. and Mrs. Walters’’ d:scov- 
ery. He let this slip in attempting te 
account for the time which he hac rep- 
resented as being given to practicin:y’ 
dentistry in hospitals. 

Dr. Wishart got into the Waite apart- 
ment by strategem and searched it in 
Waite’s absence. It is said he mace dis- 
coveries which may prove important. 

Then he went to Raritan, N. J., tc see 
Dr. Jacob Cornell, an intimate of Peck’s, 
who saw him a short time before he 
died. 

‘You and I are both old friends of 
John Peck and I married Clara Peck to 
Dr. Waite,’’ said Dr. Wishart. ‘Tell me, 
45 man to man, did you not send that 
telegram of warning to Percy Peck?’ 

Dr. Cornell hesitated and then 
finally said he had not done so. A 
little further on Dr. Cornell suddenly 
stopped the conversation by re- 
marking: “You know it is a terri- 
ble thing, an awful responsibility for 
any man to assume—to accuse another 
human being of murder. Doctor, I 
want to tell you that no man should 
ever make such an accusation until 
he is sure beyond a doubt. 

Wishart by that time had convincei 
himself that the death of Peck was due 
to arsenical poisoning. He went to a de- 
tective agency and engaged its services. 
His next move was to write a long re- 
port of what he had learned. With this 
he went to Deuel and the two laid it 
before District Attorney Swann, witn 
the result that an investigation was 
ordered. 


NEW LIGHTS UPON 
DR. WAITE’S LIFE 


Never Brilliant Student He Led 
Family to Believe; Popularity 
Chiefly With Women. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., March 24.~— 
“We are well satisfied with the results 
of our investigation in the case of Dr. 
Waite,’’ said Deputy Assistant District 
Attorney Francis X. Mancuso of New 
York today. ‘‘The evidence seems to be 
very strong.”’ 

From many -ngles new lights were 
cast upon the strange life of the young 
dentist. Among the important revela- 
tions are the following: 

Dr. Arthur Warren Waite was never 
the brilliant student that he led his 
family and neighbors to believe. His 
popularity was with women, not men. 
In hig eollege days he became involved 
in tangles. His accounts of his pros- 
perity in South Africa and of the lucra- 
tive practice he enjoyed in New York 
as a surgical specialist are said to be 
largely mythical. 

Dr. Waite made an agrecment with 
his young wife by which they were to 
make their wills when in Grand Rapids 
a few days after the death of her father. 
lie agreed to leave her a fortune which 
he said amounted to $40,000 and he ig said 
to have told her he felt she should make 
her will in his favor. Mrs. Waite made 
® will under which he would raceive half 
of the Peck estate, instead of about 15 
per cent, if she should die intestate and 
without children. 

The entire Peck estate amounts to 
about $760,000, instead of double that 
amount, as heretofore estimated. 

Dr. Waite’s wife, who is ill, has not 
suffered nausea such as afflicted her 
father and mother before their deaths. 
She is indisposed and nervous. Man- 
cuso says she has given the authorities, 
with the utmost frankness, every bit of 
information she possesses that might 
throw light on the life of her husband. 
She has recalled many incidents, such as 
complaints of her father about the bit- 
ter taste of the soup and coffee, that 
serve as connecting links in the chain 
of circumstantial evidence which the 
prosecuting authorities are attempting te 
forge against her husband.

‘“‘After we have reached the Pole from 
the Weddell Sea, the journey to tne 
F.oss Sea, where winter quarters will be 
established, should not be difficult. If 
we do not arrive early at the Weddeil 
Sea, it is likely we will establish winter 
quarters there. In that case the trans- 
arctiz journey will not be undertaken 
until the following season. 


Sir Ernest Shackleton already has 
served twice on expeditions in South 
Polar regions. The first was under 
the late Capt. Scott, whose success in 
reaching the pole on Jan. 12, 19/2, was 
clouded by the loss of the entire 
polar party in the suceeding March, 
when in spite of the self-sacrifice of 
Capt. Oates, the others members per- 
ished when within a few miles of 
food and fuel. On his other venture 
to the Antarctic, Sir Ernest com- 
manded the expedition which had st 
out in the Nimrod in 1907, to return 
in 1909 after he had penetrated to 
within 97 miles of the pole.

FISKE ATTACKS 
DANIELS SYSTEM 
AT NAVY TiEARING 


Rear Admiral Advocates 
General Staff of Trained Of- 
ficers to Plan for War. 


a 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Rear Ad- 
miral Fiske, the storm center in 
trouble between the attackers and de- 
fenders of the efficiency of the navy, 
finally got before the House Naval Com- 
mittee today after a long contest be- 
tween the two factions. 

Since his retirement as one of Secre- 
tary Daniel's aids Admiral Fiske has 
been a constant critic of the naval ad- 
ministration. 

Today he testified that in his opinion 
the navy could not be put “into condi- 
tion’’ within five years and that no mat- 
ter how much Congress appropriated, it 
could not be put into condition until 
the system which directs it was as good 
as that of any foreign navy. 


Advocates General Staff. 
Rear Admiral Fiske recommended a 


general staff—‘‘a body vf specially 
trained officers to study plans for war.’’ 
Admiral Fiske, put through a running 
fire of questions by the committee, de- 
clared his idea was that the duties o. 
a chief of operations should be fixed be- 
yond the power of a Secretary of the 
Navy to change or practically aboiish. 
“As long as we have every four years 
a Secretary of the Navy, who may and 
generally does change the strategy of 
the navy, we will fall short of our 
rivals,’’ said the Rear Admiral. 


Most Efficient Navies. 
“The most efficient navies are the 


German and the Japanese, and in poth 
countries it 1s required that the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall be a naval olf- 
ficer. I am not going that far. It 
not the policy of this country to put the 
military above the civil. 

“In some countries great attention ig 
paid to strategy. We have naval in- 
structors, but no naval strategists. ’ 

‘Really strategy is as important ag 
the ships, is it not?’’ suggested Repre- 
sentative Britten.

ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 
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TROOP MOVEMENT T0 BORDER 


Consuls Report There Is None, but 
Telegram to Senator Ashurst Says 
10,000 Are Near Douglas, Ariz. 
WASHINGTON, March %—Confilict- 
ing reports of the massing of Carranza 
troops on the border continued to reach 
here today. American Consuls in North- 
ern Mexico, under orders of the State 
Department to investigate the troop 
movements, reported that they found 
no massing of troops in the northern 

sections. 

Senator Ashurst of Arizona, however. 
received from D. A. Richardson of 
Douglas a telegram saying a Mex'can 
General with 3000 cavalry and 40 pleces 
of artillery had arrived at a point over 
the border not more than 10 olocks from 
the center of the city and that 7000 ad- 
ditional Carranza cavalry were s6)x 
miles south of the border. Richardson 
telegraphed that the American troops 
stationed two miles from Douglas were 
inadequate to meet the situation anda 
that there were fears of an attack. 

Senator Ashurst raid he knew Rich- 
ardson and regarded his tiuformation as 
authoritative.

HERRERA IS LOYAL 


Representative Letcher Wires 
Washington That Story of 
General’s Revolt Is Untrue. 


WASHINGTON, March %—American 
Consul Letcher at Chihuahua today re- 
ported there was no truth in the re- 
ported revolt of Gen. Herrera and the 
Carranza garrison at Chihuahua. 

Although Gen. Funston and Gen. Bell, 


on the border, have received reports 
confirming the story of the revolt which 
they believe to be true, the dispatch 
from Consul Letcher, who -is on the 
ground and has headquarters at the 
place where the revolt was said to have 
occurred, is taken by officials here as 
confirming the statements of Carranza 
officials that no such revolt has oc- 
curred. 

Consul Letcher’s dispatch reported 
that Gen. Herrera was in command of 
the de facto troops there and was “loyal 
to Gen. Carranza.” His report is re- 
guarded as removing one of the most 
menacing features of the Mexican situa- 
tion. 

Reply from Gen. Carranza to the re- 
quest that American troops be per- 
mitted to use the Mexican Northwestern 
Railway was expected momentarily. 
Border reports said Gen. Pershing al- 
ready was using a portion of the line 
and department officials pointed out it 
was possible he had reached a limited 
agreement with loca] Mexican railway 
officials. 

Details of the proposed protocol were 
being worked out today, although a xer- 
eral outline of the document has been 
agreed to and forwarded to Gen. Ca”: 
ranza. 

First advices from Tampico, where 
the situation has been causing alarm, 
came today to the State Department 
reporting conditions uncertain. The gar- 
rison seems in control of the situation. 
Some 2000 Americans, the dispatch said, 
would pass through there if they left 
Mexico. 

Lewis Introduces Resolution. 

Senator Lewis, Democrat leader, in a 
resolution intrcduced today, said that 
American authorities had knowledge vf 
supplies and mygney being furnished to 
Vilia from fordgn countries and trom 
the United States. 

His resolution proposed to brand 
Americans who give such aid as ‘guilty 
of actual treason.”’ 

At the request of Senator Borah, Re- 
publican, the resolution was read twice, 
and then Senator Lewis asked that it 
‘ie over and gave notice that he would 
speak upon it at an early opportunity. 

Some of the border Senators read tele- 
grams from citizens expressing appre- 
hension for the safety of American in- 
terests along the Mexican line, and Senr- 
ator Stone renewed his appeal to “ena- 
tors not to agitate the situation The 
discussion died without action, but not 
until Senator Stone, in making his plea 
for no agitation, had reiterated the 
peaceful intentions of the administra- 
tion toward the Carranza Government. 


Stone Makes Explanation. 
‘‘An effort is being made by numerous 


people in Mexico and numerous sinister 
influences in Mexico and, I am sorry to 
say, outside of Mexico,” said he, “to in- 
cite the people of that unfortunate coun- 
try to mislead them and to impress them 
with the idea that the United States Is 
contemplating an aggression against the 
whole people to their great injury. 
“The President has given it out by 
proclamation and diplomatic communl- 
cation with the head of the de facto 
Government of Mexico that the expedi- 
tionary force in pursuit of bandits was 
not in derogation of the sovereignty of 
Mexico nor in any way in spirit of un- 


| friendliness toward it. The aéministra- 
tion has sought to impress that clear 
and wise view of the subject on the peo- 
ple and a day or two after the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation a resolution was 
unanimously agreed to by the Senate 
indorsing the action of the President 
and reiterating the policy and purpvsecs 
of this Government as announced. 
Infiuences at Work. 

“Notwithstanding this there are in- 
fluences at work and we know it in this 
country and in Mexico, sometimes co- 
operating and at other times not, to 
arouse a public opinion and create a 
condition in Mexico that will embaria.* 
this Government in carrying out its 
purposes and precipitate a situation, tac 
end of which we know not of.” 

Senator Stone charged Republican Sen- 
ators with playing politics and seeking 
only to embarrass the administration. 

“You of the other side, if you wish to 
embarrass the administration, if you are 
seeking to force war on Mexico, why 
don’t you have the courage to say 80 
like men and not be thrusting yourselves 
into the way in a surreptitious, Insincere 
way? Do it boldly if that is what you 
want,’ said he. “It is well knowr that 
there is a purpose of some Senators to 
precipitate this debate constantly, of- 
fering resolutions continuously so that 
nowspaper 4ispatches will go out.”

It was 
regarded as probable that an emergency 
lump sum appropriation would have to 
be sought from Congress to provide air- 
craft, motor transport equipment end 
vther necessaries for the army. The 
cost of recruiting the 20,000 men added 
to the army by Congress last week also 
wlil require additional funds.

his band: 

HEADQUARTERS UNITED STATES 
EXPEDITION, NEAR COLONIA DU- 
BLAN, Chihuahua, Mexico, March 22, 
by wagon train to Columbus, N. M. 
March 23.—Reaching here by a march 
that demonstrated the endurance of the 


American soldier and obviously amazed 
the Mexicans, several thousand U. 5 
troops, cavalry and infantry and artil- 
lery were scattered today between this 
point and the northern boundary of the 
Guerrero district intent on the captur- 
ing or killing of Francisco Villa and 
his bandits, who raided Columbus, N 
M., March 9. 

The entry into Mexico occurred at 
12:07 p. m., March 15, led by the Thir- 
teenth Cavalry. Col. Herbert J. Slo- 
cum, commanding the Thirteenth, was 
the first officer to cross. He was fol- 
lowed by Maj. James A. Ryan, acting 
chief of staff to Gen. John J. Pershing, 
who commands the expedition. 

Known as Column No. 1. 

This was Column No. 1, consisting of 
infantry, artillery and cavalry and bur- 
dened with heavy wagon trains. It 
moved rather slowly and camped the 
first night at Palomas, a decayed vil- 
lage of adobe huts and go-downs, seven 
miles below the boundary, south of Co- 
lumbus. Column No. 2 entered Mex- 
ico from Culberson’s Ranch, 51 miles 
south of Hachita, N. M. Gen. Pershing, 
who had accompanied the first column 
part of the way to Palomas, returned 
to Columbus the same afternoon, raced 
to Culberson’s in an automobile and 
taking command of the Second or ‘“‘Fly- 
ing Column,” drove it more than 110 
miles over the desert of Chihuahua in 
22 hours actual marohing time. Offi- 
celal records show that spies dotted the 
route of the first column, but the men 
of the second had forged their way 50 
miles into the country before a single 
netive was seen; and to the surprise 
of the Mexicans, reached here Friday 
night, exactly 42 hours after crossing 
the border at 3:17 Thursday morning. 

In this column every man was mount- 
e4 and the lumbering wagon trains were 
supplanted by army mules which made 
the entire distance under heavy packs 
with the loss of but three of their 
murmber. 

Carried Wireless Equipment. 

Battery B of the Sixth Field Artillery, 
commanded by Capt. Edgar H. Yule and 
Léeut. Charies P. George, formed a unit 
of the flying column. While the cavalry 
traversed trails through the ‘Mal Pais’’ 
or bad country of the Sierra Madre 
mountains six to eight thousand feet 
high, the battery, encumbered by its 
ambulances and the field wireless equip- 
ment, traveled the valley roads, longer 
by 18 miles. Nevertheless it reached 
camp only an hour and a half behind 
the cavalry without the loss of a mule 
or a horse and not a sore among the 
animals. Officers declared this ex- 
ploit would long stand as a record of 
epeed and endurance. 

The Thirteenth Cavalry, because of 
ita accomplishment in driving Villa's 
greatly superior numbers out of Colum- 
bus, had first place in the first column. 
Muster rolls of the Villa command, found 
there after he passed through going 
southward eight days ago, showed that 
he made the raid on Columbus with 
683 men. Raving in anger after his de- 
feat, deserters reported that the bandit 
chieftain killed five of his officers and 
men as cowards. There were 293 in his 
command when he retreated through 
Colonia Dublan. The Thirteenth ac- 
counted for the rest. 


Maj. Frank Tompkins, who took 59 
men of his squadron and drove the ban- 
dits 15 miles into Mexico after they had 
crossed the border, commanded the ad- 
vance guard. The rest of the cavalry 
under Maj. Elmer Lindsley followed. 
Then came the mountain and field 
une, next the “Dough Boys’ of the in- 
fantry regiments, and last the wagon 
trains, fleld hospital and sanitary equip- 
ment and the fleld wireless. 


All Travel Light, 

The orders were for every man to 
“travel light.’ Officers and men were 
not permitted to carry much more than 
the clothing and equipment upon their 
persons. The trains, nevertheless, were 
long and heavy. Vast quantities of am- 
munition for all types of arms, includ- 
ing the machine guns of the cavalry and 
infantry, accounted for the most of the 
weight. 

Rations were carried 
days. he rations were 
tack and coffee. 

The column stretched out a mile and 
a half. From Columbus, three miles 
north of the boundary line. only a vast 
cfioud of Gust, whipped to a great 
height by a high wind, could be seen,

troops, who were there both before and 
after the bandits. 

Camped Near Lakes. 

The American troops camped nea> 1 
series of lakes. Col. Slocum halted the 
column at the border gate south of ©»- 
lumbus until the colors came up. When 
these had crossed the boundary int” 
Mexico, Maj. Tompkins spread his ad- 
vance guard out. In the form of e@ 
wide fan, the riders of the guard ga'- 
loped southward. The temper of the 
Mexicans was still a matter of specula- 
tion. 

But there were no Mexicans at the 
border gate, and none was seen on the 
march to Palomas. Only two bodies of 
armed men were encountered by either 
o< the columns on the march here. At 
Ascencion, Ramon H. Gomez had 109 
Carranza soldiers, and told Col. Slocum 
he did not know whether to fight or let 
the American column pass peaceably 
on. 

After an exchange of official visits, 
during which he observed at the Amer- 
ican camp the assembly of men and 
guns, Gomez decided to accept the 
United States army officers’ statement 
that Carranza had agreed to the entry 
of the troops unopposed. 

The other body of troops were en- 
countered here Saturday, March 18. 
Maj. Elizaldo Reyes, who said he was 
proceeding to Casas Grandes from 
Madera after scouting for Villa, 
Startleq to see American troops in 
this vicinity. He stopped one of the 
Suides of the column and asked to 
be taken to the American commander 
to assure him that his force, consist. 
ing of 36 men, were not “Villistas,” 
and in turn he was assured thev 
would not be fired upon. 

Maj. Tompkins advance guard with 
riders at intervals of 20 yards, swept 
the country between the border and 
Palomas and stirred nothing but jack- 
rabbits. 

Maj. James A. Ryan of the Thir- 
teenth Cavalry found at Palomas a 
disabled Mexican, described by the 
American guides as the most cunning 
horse thief along the border, and his 
wife. The only other living things 
were a stray dog which nightly 
fought the coyotes for the remains of 
cattle left by the Carranza garrison 
and the Villa troops. 

Infantrymen were posted all along 
the route from the border to Colonia 
Dublan to guard the line of communi- 
cations, engineers maintained the 
roag for wagon trains and motor 
trucks. Col. Slocum’s column made 
Boca Grande from Palomas March 16. 

This was the point from which Vil- 
la started on his raid on Columbus. It 
was near Boca Grande that Villa cap- 
tured and murdered Arthur Kinney. 
a round-up boss for the Palomas Land 
& Cattle Co., and three other Ameri- 
cans just before the raid. 


One Body Found. 

American soldiers found the body 
of one of the men, battered and muti- 
lated and in such a condition that it 
could not be recognized. An officer 
also picked up in the abandoned Villa 
encampment an expense note book of 
C. R. Watson, leader of the party of 
18 employes of the Cusi Mining Co. 
who were killed by Pablo Lopez, a 
Villa lieutenant at Santa Ysabel. 

Men and officers of these columns 
were not permitted to drink water that 
had not been purified. They were for- 
bidden to enter Mexican houses for fear 
of typhus. The result was that all are 
healthy and in good condition. The 
orders issued by the commanding Gen-

Early Start Made. 
Although the march of 60 miles had 


retired some tender feet to the ambu- 
lances, and made partial wrecks of tiie 
softer men among the officers and sol- 
diers, the column was again in the sad- 
cle shortly after daylight. 

The line of march took 
through the motintains from here on 
cnd those who forgot to fill canteens 
suffered, for the day was torrid. the 
dust thick, and the road hard. Going 
up and down hill, it crowned precipices 
and skirted ravines and declivities. 

The new water was found at Casa de 
Janos, a ranch about 15 miles south of 
Ojitos, where a running stream, fringed 
by giroves of cottonwood, some of tne 
few trees seen along the march was 
found. Here Gen. Pershing allowed a 
five-minute rest. Horses were watered 
and men plunged their heads into the 
stream to drink and to wash off layors 
of dust. Then the drive was resumed. 

‘‘Trot 10 miles, walk 10," were the 
marching orders. And a cavalry trot to 
any one unaccustomed to the jarring 
and jolting is anything but easy. 

The object of the gruelling march of 
Friday was to reach Colonia Dublan by 
night and it was done. The mountain 
route reduced the distance to 50 miles, 
while the artillery and hospital wagors 
in the valley were doing 68. By 8 o'clock 
Friday night camp was made beside an 
irrigation plant. 

The last 10 miles was almost a tor- 
ture. It was hot. High winds swirled 
the clouds of dust kicked up by fie 
horses into the eyes and mouths ‘of the 
men. Water at a dollar a swallow 
cculd not be bought anywhere along the 
line. Every canteen had been emptie:! 
and many tongues were swollen. Eyes, 
mouths and nostrils were merely black- 
ened orifices in every face, but there was 
no complaint. 

Twenty iniles northwest of here, 
where the table lands grow na-zrow, 
guards were thrown out of the f:anks 
and two troops of cavalry sent in pur- 
suit of some horsemen reported to Gen.

4 DAYS IN MEXICO, 
RESUMES JOURNEY 


Lieut. Gorrell, When Found, 
Had Been 48 Hours Alone, 
Part of Time Without Food. 


COLUMBUS, N. M., March 24.—Lieut. 
Edgar 8. Gorrell of the United States 
Aero Corps who had been missing 
since Sunday, and who was found yes- 
terday three miles south of Ascension 
by a motor truck train under Lieut. 
J. lL. Parkinson, Twentieth Infantry, 
is believed to have reached Casas 
Grandes, as he made repairs and re- 
sumed his flight. Lieut. Gorrell was 
urinjured but was out of gasoline and 
had lost his way. 

The Lieutenant had been alone for 
48 hours in the middle of a sand 
swept, uninhabited plateau on the 
borders of lake Frederick, but suf- 
fered only slightly from exposure to 
the sun. His plane was intact. All 
of the eight army, aviators who left 
here last Sunday to fly to Casas 
Grandes, have been accounted for. 

Gorrell said that shortly after the 
start he lost sight of the other planes 
and missed his way. After flying for 
miles over the surrounding country 
in an effort to determine his where- 
abouts he was forced to alight on 
the plateau because of a leaking fuel 
tank. The gasoline oozed away and 
he was unable to find the leak in the 
darkness. 

Leaves Note Telling Where He Ia. 

There were no signs of human hab- 
ftation and no vegetation on the height 
except burned clumps of bunch grass. 
He later made his way to a recently 
abandoned American camping place 
on the wagon trail about six miles 
southeast. There he placed a note 
telling of his whereabouts and con- 
dition on a stick, which he drove in 
the ground near the trail. Being un- 
willing toleavethe plane unprotected 
he made his way back to the lake 
with the realization that if he at- 
tempted to find a village, he prob- 
ably would wander in the hills at the 
risk of encountering bandits or wild 
animals. 

lie said he was confident that his 
note would be found before his three 
days’ supply of rations gave out. 
When was rescued he had been 
without food for 24 hours and said 
that he had about determined to at- 
tempt to find his way back. 

Aboard the trucke which rescued 
him were several barrels of gasoline, 
and with the aid of some tools, ob- 
tained from the truckmen, Lieut. Gor- 
rell soldered his tank and rose in a 
flight which he predicted would end 
in Casas Grandes in an hour. He 
left the earth with a wave of the 
hand to the soldiers on the truck 
train, as he shouted “I'll get there 
this time, boys.” 

The party from the motor found him 
sitting under the wing of his plane in 
an attempt to shade himself from the 
intense giare of the sun.

FAREWELL DINNER 
10D. R. FRANCIS 


Says He Accepted Call to Am- 
bassadorship as Duty of 
American Citizen. 


David R. Francis, who will depart 
from St. Louis in a few days for Petro- 
grad to take up his new duties as the 


American Ambassador, was the guest 


of honor last night at the Jefferson Ho- 
tel at a dinner given under the auspices 


of the Business Men’s League and the 
Merchants Exchange. There were about 
500 diners, each paying $6.50 to attend. 

During the evening the new Ambas- 
sador had ample opportunity to display 
his diplomacy before a distinguished 
gathering of his townsmen, who insist- 
ed that to them he always would be 
known as “Our Dave.’ This was when 
Otto lL. Teichmann, president of the 
German-American Bank, in responding 
to a toast, declared that what St. Louis 
wanted most to know was whether the 
new Ambassador was “going to appear 
in knickerbockers.”’ Russian court rules 
prescribe such costume for Ambassadors 
at court functions. 

Avoids the Question. 

The Ambassador smiled, but did not 
answer at that time, and he diplomat- 
ically avoided it later when he responded 
at some length to a toast. It is no 
secret among the Ambassador's most in- 
timate friends, however, that this is one 
of the things he most dislikes about his 
new post. 

“TIT am sure that when I am pre- 
sented at the Imperial Court of the 
Czar of all the Russias, I shall savy 
‘Your Majesty,’ with less embarrass- 
ment than I now say ‘Mr. Toastmas- 
ter and friends,’” Ambassador Fran- 
cis said. 

“The foreign relations of the United 
States have not, during my recollec- 
tion, if ever, been as important and 
critical as they are today. As the 
only first-class nation on the earth 
not engaged in hostile warfare, it be- 
1iooves us to preserve our friendly re- 
lations with all countries, and to pre- 
serve, if it can be done with honor, 
that peace which is the hope and de- 
sire of every right thinking citizen of 
America. This should also be the de- 
sire of every lover of humanity wher- 
ever he may reside or whatever 
occupation, 

Present Struggle Deplorable. 

“The present struggle in which so 
many civilized countries are engaged, 
whose horrors appall humanity and 
stupify civilization, is deplorable be- 
yond expression. No man can with ac- 
curacy prophesy when it will end. What- 
ever its developments may be, however 
long it may be protracted, it has con- 
tinued far enough to demonstrate that, 
after its termination, the relations of 
the countries engaged therejn will be dif- 
ferent fiom what they were when it 
began. lurthermore, the relations of all 
participating countries at the termina- 
tion of this war will be different with 
our country from what they were before 
the war was declared. 

“The influence which this country can 
and will exercise in establishing the re- 
lations of the new regime by participat- 
ing in peaceful negotiations, when the 
time therefor rolls around, will be po- 
tential, but that influence will be great- 
ly impaired, if, through any unforseen 
conditions, or through any mistakes 
committed, we may become participants 
in the conflict. God grant those condi- 
tions may not arise. Let. us pray no 
such mistakes may be made.” | 

Eager for New Treaty. 

The Ambassador said his chief task 
would be to try to arrange a new com- 
mercial treaty between the United States 
and Russia, to replace the one abrogated 
in 1912 by the United States when Rus- 
sia refused to recognize passports issued 
by this nation to its citizens. 

He reminded the guests that he alse 
would be the diplomatic representative 
in Russia of all the nations now at war 
against Russia. He said there were 230),- 
000 German and 600,000 Austrian war pris- 
oners in Russia, for whose interests he 
would have to care. 

When this war terminates, Ambassa.- 
dor Francis said, there will be a new 
map of Europe, not from a geographical 
standpoint, but a new commercial, po- 
liticni and social map. e 

The Ambassador, explaining why he 
undertook arduous diplomatic duties 
at the age of 65, said he considered 
the President's appointment a “call 
to duty, to which it would be recreant 
not to respond.” 

Big Task Predicted. 

Several speakers predicted that Am- 
bassador Francis would have a big hand 
in affairs when the time cam->- for dis- 
cussing terms of peace among the Eu- 
ropean nations. 

George J. Tansey presided. Archbish.- 
cp Glennon delivered an_ invocation. 
“David R. Francis’ was the topic of 
each toast, and the speakers discussed 
his career as Mayor of St. Louis, as 
Governor of Missouri, as president of 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. as 
a member of President Cleveland’s Cah- 
inet, as a citizen of the United States, 
as a banker and financier, as president 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, and as one 
of the founders of the Business Men's 
League.

Not as Large as Proceeds of the 
Third Subscription—Reichs- 
tag Gets Report. 


BERLIN, March &, by wire’ess tc Say- 
ville, N. Y.—Dr. Kari Helferrich, 2ecre- 


tary of the Imperial Treasury, told the 
Neichstag .tcday that the fourth Ger- 
man war loan had been a brilliant suc- 
cess, the sulbscriptions having reached 
nore than 10.490,000,000 marks ($2,650,000,- 
(00). The total for the third loan was in 
excess of 12,000,000,000 marks. 

This amount does not include subscrip- 
itons abroad and at the front. 


It was pointed out that the German 


' war loans have reached a total of 35,- 


000,000,000 marks, while the British loans 
have only totalled 19,000,000,000 marks, 
and those of France, 11,944,000,000 marks. 

The Berlin Savings Bank subscribed 
123,000,000 marks ($30,750,000), 33 compared 
with 136,000,000 marks for the third and 
107,000,009 marks for the first loan. The 
city of Berlin proper subscribed 50,000,- 
000 marks, as compared with 48,000,00 for 
the third, but Charlottenburg a Berlin 
suburb, subcribed 12,000,000, against %,- 
000,000 for the third.

Whatever the form of the declaration. 


prepared after careful consideration of 
all the claims made by both sets of 
European belligerents, it will serve to 


guide the course of this Government in 
future negotiations. The United States 
will stand unalterably upon the prin- 
ciples already laid down. 

Coming from the most powerful of the 
neutral nations, at a time when all the 
‘ther great world Powers are at war, 
the pronouncement may furnish the 
sroundwork for a new international law 
tc be developed after the war, which 
Will provide for the use of submarines 
in naval warfare. The law now does 
mot take into consideration the activ:- 
ties of submarines or the possibilities 
of their use. 

Lansing Completes Study of Case. 

Secretary Lansing has returned to 
Washington after spending two weeks 
at Rhinghurst, N. C. During his ab- 
sence from the capital, he has ha‘ 
‘under consideration a great velume of 
data regarding submarines and armed 


ships. He gave careful study to the in- 
tricate problems involved, and neariy 


all his working hours are understood 
to have been devoted to the subject, in 
an effort to reach conclusions just and 
fair to all concerned, and which no na- 
tion successfully could challenge. 

It was determined before the Secre- 
tary left Washington, that the United 
States should take some positive stand 
cn the submarine-armed ship question, 
but that no action should be taken until 
all the facts were at hand and had been 
carefully studied. Only a few minor 
points, it is understood, now remain to 
be determined upon and a decision in 
regard to these probably will be reached 
in the near future. The conclusions 
reached by the Secretary will be care- 
fully discussed by him with President 
Wilson before they are put into the 
form in which they will reach foreign 
Governments. 

It is considered improbable in official 
and diplomatic circles that the an- 
nouncement will be made before the 
political situation in Germany, result- 
ing from the retirement of Admiral vor. 
Tirpitz, has been clarified. It is not be-

Prize Crews to Be Discussed. 

The question of prize crews beinz 
placed aboard vessels, is one which !onz 
has been considered by various officia'!s. 
The British Government contends that 
submarines have no right, under law, to 
rink a merchant ship because enousn 
men to form a prize crew cannot »2 
spared from the crews of the war vessels 
or because ports are not available. 

Great Britain contends that all ships 
captured should be taken itnto prize 
courts. On the other hand, Germanv un 
holds her right to do what she pleases 
with enemy merchant ships, and have 
the cases entered before prize cour's 
later, 


merchant ship has a right to defend it- 
self, but that the moment defense or 
flight starts, the vessel loses all that 
immunity from attack to which 
entitled. 

Consideration of these points caused 
the Central Powers to declare their 
intenion to treat as auxillary cruisers.

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AN ACT THAT SPEAKS FOR ITSELF. 

In making within the view of the whole people 
of Missouri his flop on the St. Louis “lid,” Gov. 
Major, after all, has only done what might be ex- 
pected of him. The act is quite in conformity with 
administration standards. 

Appointed in March, 1915, Excise Commissioner 
Rumsey, within two months, encountered the hos- 
tility of the evangelical clergy of the city. As 
long ago as last June the ministers, through one 
of their.secretaries, the’ Rev. Elmer T. Clark, be- 
gan complaints to Gov. Major that the Excise 
Commissioner was winking at violations of the 
dramshop law. 

A favorite retort of the Governor was to eulo- 


er St. Louis ever had.”” Once at least he chal- 
lenged the clergy to furnish evidence of viola- 
tions, a characteristic reply, inasmuch as the 
clergy were telling him of violations.

The American people pay $3,200,000,000 annual- 
ly for liquor and tobacco. Cannot we spare a few 
drinks and cigars apiece for insurance against 
foreign invasion or aggression which may deprive 
us of billions in property and trade and immeas- 
urable losses in rights and liberties? 


The United States is now fourth in naval power: 
yet we are contending for our rights on the sea 
with the two leading naval Powers, having all the 
other first-class Powers as allies. How are we 
to enforce our rights with a navy unable to cope 
with either one of the leaders? 
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VICTIMS OF VERNAL MAGIC.

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MILITARY PREPARATION IMPERATIVE. 

We do not question the wisdom of minimizing 
agitation in Congress of war preparation for the 
Mexican emergency. In the present delicate sit- 
uation talk of preparing to go to war with Mex- 
ico would probably start the war. 

The situation, however, is an inevitable reason 
for quiet, thorough preparation on the part of 
Congress and the departments. Bills for enlarged, 
fully adequate programs in the army and navy 
to meet immediate emergencies should be pushed 
through as rapidly as possible. The President 
should be empowered to take emergency meas- 
ures and should be given sufficient means to 
make them effective. Congress could well afford 
in this crisis to give the President ample oppor- 
tunity to make reasonable preparation for any 
emergency. . 

It is certain that if the probable, if not actually 
expected, emergency arises without adequate prep- 
aration those responsible for it will have to 
answer a serious accounting. Humiliation and 
disaster to the nation or to any part of its forces 
on account of willful or foolish neglect of prep- 
arations will cause profound resentment among 
the people. There is no excuse for blunders com- 
mitted with full knowledge of danger and the 
way to avoid it. 
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SACROSANCT COPY-READERS. 

The British Government’s exemptions from mil- 
itary service indicate the relative importance it 
attaches to different kinds of newspaper work 
and the specialists therein. Fiction writers, sport- 
ing editors, society editors and many other sorts 
of workers are subject to call. But the copy- 
readers constitute a sacrosanct class who are spe- 
cially exempt from the risks of being killed. 

Those familiar with English newspapers might 
have suspected that they felt that way about it 
over there. But what will the unkilled copy-read- 
ers do when all the other workers have been draft- 


ed and there is no copy to be read?

WHAT WILL HOLLAND DO? 

Sailors from half a dozen Dutch merchant ves- 
sels due to sail in a few hours held a meeting in 
Amsterdam and demanded better protection from 
their Government against lawless German sub- 
marines. What will be the answer of the mem- 
bers of Holland’s legislative body? 

If there are Dutch lawmakers of the same pusil- 
lanimity as certain American lawmakers, reso- 
lutions will be introduced warning all Dutch citi- 
zens off the ocean. If the Dutch executive inaug- 
urate vigorous measures of protection at sea, 
there will be Dutch Gores and McLemores to pro- 
pose a vote of want of confidence. 

Probably the United States has fewer sailors in 
the foreign ocean service than Holland, but the 
means of livelihood of very many Americans force 
them from time to time to make voyages by sea. 
To warn these and other seafarers off merchant 
ships under foreign flags would be no assurance 
of safety. Hollandefs are no safer under their 
own flag than under foreign flags.

In making within the view of the whole people 
of Missouri his flop on the St. Louis “lid,” Gov.

But last Wednesday the Governor came to town.

The Governor 
had obtained his indorsement for Vice President. 
Having got what he wanted, that trafficking in 
excise privileges which the severity of Missouri 
laws invites from machine politicians no longer 
promised anything worth while.

The spectacle he presents is not going 
to help him with city voters without sympathy 
for severe liquor regulations. The fact that he 
lost no time after the convention adjourned is 
not going to help him with up-State voters aware 
of the quid pro quo.

Rumsey who has served him faithfully in and 
out of season and who is now thrown to the 
wolves. And the Police Board—how the humilia- 
tion of his peremptory instructions must please 
these faithful henchmen.

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PREPAREDNESS VS. UNPREPAREDNESS. 
The total number of enlistments during the 
revolution was 395,858, but the largest army under 
Washington at any one battle numbered 17,000.

But—save them as we may, or weep as we will 
over the lost victims to the vernal enchantment— 
did you ever pause to reflect that Spring makes 
just as big fools of grown-ups and advisers as it 
does of the adolescent? Spring is the Eternal 
Youth that beats in the heart of Age. 
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MILITARY PREPARATION IMPERATIVE. 

We do not question the wisdom of minimizing 
agitation in Congress of war preparation for the 
Mexican emergency. In the present delicate sit- 
uation talk of preparing to go to war with Mex- 
ico would probably start the war. 

The situation, however, is an inevitable reason 
for quiet, thorough preparation on the part of 
Congress and the departments. Bills for enlarged, 
fully adequate programs in the army and navy 
to meet immediate emergencies should be pushed 
through as rapidly as possible. The President 
should be empowered to take emergency meas- 
ures and should be given sufficient Means to 
make them effective. Congress could well afford 
in this crisis to give the President ample oppor- 
tunity to make reasonable preparation for any 
emergency. . 

It is certain that if the probable, if not actually 
expected, emergency arises without adequate prep- 
aration those responsible for it will have to 
answer a serious accounting. Humiliation and 
disaster to the nation or to any part of its forces 
on account of willful or foolish neglect of prep- 
arations will cause profound resentment among 
the people. There is no excuse for blunders com- 
mitted with full knowledge of danger and the 
way to avoid it. 


SACROSANCT COPY-READERS. 

The British Government’s exemptions from mil- 
itary service indicate the relative importance it 
attaches to different kinds of newspaper work 
and the specialists therein. Fiction writers, sport- 
ing editors, society editors and many other sorts 
of workers are subject to call. But the copy- 
readers constitute a sacrosanct class who are spe- 
cially exempt from the risks of being killed. 

Those familia® with English newspapers might 
have suspected that they felt that way about it 
over there. But what will the unkilled copy-read- 
ers do when all the other workers have been draft- 


ed and there is no copy to be read?

WHAT WILL HOLLAND DO? 

Sailors from half a dozen Dutch merchant ves- 
sels due to sail in a few hours held a meeting in 
Amsterdam and demanded better protection from 
their Government against lawless German sub- 
marines. What will be the answer of the mem- 
bers of Holland’s legislative body? 

If there are Dutch lawmakers of the same pusil- 
lanimity as certain American lawmakers, reso- 
lutions will be introduced warning all Dutch citi- 
zens off the ocean. If the Dutch executive inaug- 
urate vigorous measures of protection at sea, 
there will be Dutch Gores and McLemores to pro- 
pose a vote of want of confidence. 

Probably the United States has fewer sailors in 
the foreign ocean service than Holland, but the 
means of livelihood of very many Americans force 
them from time to time to make voyages by Sea. 
To warn these and other seafarers off merchant 
ships under foreign flags would be no assurance 
of safety. Hollandefs are no safer under their 
own flag than under foreign flags.

The time may be only a 
tenth of a second. In that tenth of a 
second a blow properly delivered will 
strike home with knockout force. A 
tenth of a second earlief or later it 
is wasted. 

“Fitzsimmons had the 
more strongly developed than any 
other fighter I ever knew. He never 
wasted a blow unless he intended to 
waste it for a purpose. When he in- 
tended to land effectively he never 
failed. When ready to deliver a 
knockout he moved about until he 
felt that his timing was perfect. For 
instance, the blow that knocked Cor- 
bett was delivered at the instant Cor- 
bett finished exhaling, and before his 
lungs had begun to Pill again. Be- 
side paralyzing Corbett’s nerves, the 
blow made him powerless to draw in 
another breath for several seconds. 
Hie had no chance to recover {fn time 
to go _on fighting. Another fighter 
than Fitzsimmons might have struck 
a dozen blows, without that instinct- 
ive timing, and without even putting 
Corbett down. 


Instinct Saved Johnson. 


“There are times in a fight when 
an opening offers and even a blow 


shot in swiftly won't reach the mark 
effectively. But there are other 
times when you can reach out slowly 
and land effectively without wastin
